and ite leaders presented what they called a "people's 
rhsrter." containing six points for which thev contended. 
The :«lx were: 


Universal suffrage, excluding women. 
Equal electoral districts. 
Vote by ballot. 
Annual parliaments. 
No property qualification for members of parliament. 
Salaries for members. 
In 1839 3 million and a quarter persons signed the 


chartist petitions. 
But the proposals everywhere except 


among the workers were regarded as revolutionary and 
dangerous. 
There was great fear of further extension 


of the franchise. 
The provision by which member" of 


parliament were required to have an income of $1.500 
from land was looked on as eminently safe and in com- 
bination with the absence of compensation for serving 
in the commons, was felt to safeguard the legislative 
body from demagogues. 
England—middle and uppe* 


class England—was satisfied that poor men were barred 
from the house. 


Getting no countenance from the political leaders the 


chiefs of the chartists led great demonstrations in be- 
half of their reforms. 
The government undertook re- 


pressive measures. 
Hundreds of men were tried and 


Imprisoned for taking part in the meetings-and one of 
tho assemblies rnmo into collision with the troops and 
ten persons were killed.

Many persons described as possess- 


ing genius in certain Hues arc predis- 
posed to states ul extreme irritability 


L and suffer 
from emotional disturb- 
' ances resulting in nerve storms or 


outbursts ot motor violence which 
can only be described 
as 
subacute 


mania. 


Into what class other than the 


nervous or the neurotic are we to 
enter such persons'.' In this analysis 
we are bound to give much considera- 
tion to the maxim that "like begets 
like." 
Shakespeare, ' the 
greatest 


poetic genius the world 
has 
ever 


seen, stands alone. 
He appears to 


have had no family history of ability, 


• and little is personally known ot him. 


The genealogy of the poet Cowper 


will illustrate 
the 
point, says the 


Lancet. There was mental unsound- 
ness on both sides of his ancestors, 
who were also distinguished, as he 
was the grandson of a. justice and the 
great-nephew of a lord chancellor. 


He suffered from religious halluci- 


nations and had the strongest suicidal 
tendency, having to be cared for in 
an asylum for a period of over a 
year, 
yet 
ho 
wrote "John Gilpin" 


when suffering from intense melau- 
cholia. 
. 
Shelley had an insane ancestry; his 


grandfahter 
suffered 
from 
melan- 


cholia and was a miser, but wealthy. 
His mother was violent and domi- 
neering, but of lonely and solitary 
habits. • At Eaton he was called "Mad 
Shelley." and the day before he was 
drowned at Spczzia, a.t the age o£ 30. 
he saw vivid hallucinations. 
In his 


picture • hi* eyes arc large and ani- 
mated and wild, and his voice was 
said to be high, weak and discordant, 
and he was described as shy, solitary, 
anti-social and the subject of ecstatic 
visions. 


Charles and Mary Lamb had a con- 


vergent heredity of nervous instabil- 
ity from dementia and paralysis at 
50. and Charles died at 60 from what 
he himself described as the "cursed 
drinking." He was only ftve feet In 
height, he stammered 
and 
always 


suffered from headaches. At the age 
of 20 he had to he placed in an asy- 
lum, while his sister Mary gtabbed 
her mother to the heart while Insane. 


Wordsworth an<i his^ sister Dorothy 


are almost a parallel to Charles and 
Mary Lamb. 
Dorothy, like 
Mary, 


•was insane, and, like Mary, she was 
poetical and in the closest sympathy 
with her brother's pursuits. Dorothy 
Wordsworth 
was described 
by De 


Quincey as having eyes 
wild 
and 


•taring, with an embarrassed and dis- 
tressing utterance, a creature of fiery 
Impulse. She later became mentally 
afflicted and never recovered her rea- 
son. ~ AVordsworth himself described 
his sister us a "confirmd Invalid." 


One of Wordsworth's children died 


from paralysis, another daughter was 
peculiar, being alternately gentle and 
vehement and suffering from a form 
of Insanity described today as of the 
"maniac depressive" variety. 
Words- 


worth's father dl»d at 42 and like the 
fathers of many Insane persons, was 
described as .-i man ot great force ot 
character, and 'Ills mother died from 
phthisis at 31. 


The Coleridge family had a strong- 


ly marked Insane history. The father 
of Samuel Tnylor Coleridge was eccen- 
tric and absent minded and his mother 
Is stated to have bctn uneducated 
nnd simple. 
He himself ran away 


from college, he quarreled with his 
brother as a hoy and left home, being 
absent all 
night without apparent 


reason. Later in life he left his wife 
and children and went off to Malta.

The Sheridan family is notorious for 


neuropathic, and psychopathic ances- 
try. 
The mother of Richard Brlnsley 


Sheridan, the dramatist, was para- 
lyzed, and died demented at 42. His 
maternal grandfather also sank into 
dementia, and a maternal uncle was 
described as "absent minded." 
He 


married twice, marrying the second 
wife a lew: weeks after the death of 
his first, and winning her, it is said, 
with copies of love letters sent to 
his 
flrsrwite. 
He died in debt and 


declasse through drink. Only one son 
left issue, and he married into a 
healthy stock, of which famous issue 
lias resulted. 


Sir Walter Scott's family was per- 


meated with nerve disorder. 
His fa- 


ther died from organic dementia, and 
his mother was aphasic and died from 
post hemiplegic dementia. 
The ma- 


ternal uncle also became demented. 
He himself had two sons who died 
childless, and two daughters, one of 
whom died from lira in fever and the 
other, Mrs. Lockhart. from phthisis.

"sleeps with him." 


Burns' father had an 
"ungovern- 


able irascibility," and he himself was 
the victim nf drunkenness and died at 
S7. 
He us»d to say his frame was 


blasted with deep Incurable melan- 
cholia which poisoned his existence. 


Pope was deformed, rickety 
and 


susceptible. 
A picture of him propos- 


ing to Lady Mary Wortley Montague 
is in the national gallery. Keats is 
described as neuropathic to the tips ot 
his fingers. He had an ungovernable 
temper and was dwarfish, being only 
rive feet high. 
He had a passionate 


admiration for "Fanny Brawne." and 
Shelley said his alternation of de- 
spondent gloom and emotional passion 
was exactly like insanity. He had no 
trace of eminence In his ancestry- and 
his temperament and genius are prob- 
ably a good illustration of a spon- 
taneous variation. 


Byron'* mother was unbalanced and 


his 
maternal 
grandfather 
suffered 


from 
melancholia 
and 
committed 


suicide. 
Another relative committed 


suicide with poison. Byron succeeded 
his 
grand-uncle. 
the "mad and 


wicked" Lord Byron. Hi? fathar, the 
"mad Jack Byron," died from suicide 
while Insane. 
Byron's father 
ran 


sway with th* Marchioness of Car- 
marthen, nn heiress, whom he mar- 
ried 
and 
Killed 
by 
cruelty. 
and 


trente* his second wife. Miss Gordon 
the same. 


A converging heredity of this kind 


In the ancestors fills our 
asylums. 


Byron was correctly described by hia 
most intimate friends as "too mad, 
bad and dangerous to know." 
His 


daughter Ada married Lord Lovelace, 
and her son, the Viscount Ockham, 
served, as a common seaman 
and 


worked at Mlllwall as n ship's car- 
penter. 
Byron 
was 
tortured 
by 


hallucinations; he drank, and died an 
epileptic at 36. 


Milton 
was gouty and 
lost 
his 


sight from Inherited blindness. 
H<r 


was said to be most 
tyrannical 
In 


his home life, and is stated to have 
led his daughters a miserable time, 
accusing them of selling their fatltr'K 
works and cheating. 
He had lour 


children, a son who is said to have 
died In infancy from 
ill usage, 
one 


daughter who was blind, another a 
cripple ^and a third one died later. 
His own brother was described as n 
"disreputable judge" and in the col- 
laterals were many ne'er do wells. 


This instance is quotod, as insanity 


Is only one of a group of neurosf.n, 
and genius has to be paid for at the 
cost of many penalities. 


The genealogy of the Bach 
family 


has been traced for 200 years, from 
the founder, who was a baker, to 
Sebasticn Bach, the climax of musi- 
cal talent. Bach had twenty children, 
but no issue remains to perpetuate 
the distinctions of the father. 
Al- 


though many .of the Bachs married 
musical people the family 
record Is 


one of sickness, blindness, drunken- 
ness and mental defect. Although we 
can breed Arab, horses, Derby winners 
and prize cattle, it has hitherto not 
been possible to 
produce a "musical 


breed," 
showing the 
unfltness 
of 


genius to survive in a world requiring 
many 
adaptations 
and 
the 
in- 


capability of genius to continue its 
own distinctions. 


Schumann suffered from recurrent 


melancholia 
with suicidal impulses. 


His mother was singular and eccen- 
tric, and a. sister died from what Tee 
now describe as "dementia praecox." 
Wagner was a wild and erratic boy, 
tilled with the wildest mysticism. He 
grew up with a violent temperament 
and his actions were often uncontrol- 
able. He had a. mania for silks and 
satins, with which he always dressed 
himself to 
compose music. 
When 


traveling he a.lso carried these 
to 


decorate his rooms, and when he died 
he requested that his room should be 
upholstered in pink and 
pale 
blue 


satin. 


Schubert was worn out and died at 


31. Beethoven suffered from a form 
of paranoia described as mania mlgra- 
toria; he was always changing his 
rooms and was paying for three or

different lodgings at the same 


I time. He seems to have alienated his 


best 
friends through jealousy 
and 


false accusations. 
He began to get 


de,af about the age of .10 and in later 
lief was 
completely deaf, so 
th.nt 


much of the music he composed he 
himself never heard.

The Parochial School. 


"But are there," asked tho speaker, 


in conclusion, "no bright, spots on tile 
horizon? 7s there.no antidote against 
the canker that is gnawing-at the very 
vitals of our civilization? Is there no 
escape from the appalling dangers that 
encompass us <".n every side? Tho only 
purifying force in the world against 


is religious education. 'Train a child

Holy Scriptures, "ana b<? shall not da- 
part from it in his old days:' or, ::s 
the poet says, 'As the twig is bent, tho 
tree inclines.'

Duane and Center, streets., and the gi- 
gantic gaunt red steel frajnework, ris- 
ing forty stories in the air, is rapidly 
being "fleshed" i^iri white stone 
and 


granite. 


The municipal office building, as it 


is known, stands 
out 
prominently 


even ajnong the 
many 
skyscrapers 


which Tear heavenward on the lower 
part of Manhattan. 
Standing near 


the entrance to the Brooklyn bridge,jj 
its tower is one of the conspicuous ob- 
jects on New York's skyline. 


New York city hall will cost $10,000,- 


000, exclusive of $4.686,f>98 paid lor the 
site, which In adidtion to being the 
largest also, makes It the most costly 
government building on earth.

"city hall" can hardly apply to the 
structure.

IB a 'radical departure 


from the lines and architecture found 
and associated with municipal govern- 
ment buildings, which usually have 
been erected after classic designs of
